Whereas under Section 10 (4) of the Securities Con¬ 
tracts (Regulation) Act, 1956, the making or the 
amendment ar revision of any bye-law is subject to 
the condition of its previous publication. 

Now, therefore, BSE hereto publishes the amended 
Bye-law 264 of the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations 
of the Exchange as approved and directed by SEBI 
vide its le tei no. MRD/DSA/Amend/3382/04 dated 
the 17th February, 2001, as follows :

Provided further, that in case of failure, neglect 
or refusal on the part of a member, against Whom 
a reference to arbitration has been filed, to pay the 
arbitration fees, the Exchange shall debit the same 
from the Security Deposits/Assets of the Member 
with the Exchange o r Clearing House.* J

Limited Trading Membership 

35 B. (1) The Exchange may elect and admit one 
or more persons as Limited Trading 
Members of the Exchange (“Limited 
Trading Member”) in accordance with 
guidelines prescribed by the Governing 
Board from time to time. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of Sub-rule (3) 
and the scheme of Corporatisation and 
Demutualisation of the exchange as 
approved by SEBI, a limited Trading 
Member shall be a member of the Ex¬ 
change in all respects and for all purposes 
and shall have all the rights, privileges, 
obligations and liabilities of a member of 
the Exchange, and shall have the right to 
carry on business as an intermediary in 
the Equity Market Segment and/or the 
Debt Market Segment of the Exchage 
as prescribed by the Governing Board 
from time to time. AF the Rules, 
Bye-laws and Regulations of the 
Exchange shall apply mutatis mutan¬ 
dis to a Limited Trading Member as they 
apply to any other member of the Ex* 
change.

PROVISIONS AS TO SECURITY 

3.1 A Trading/Clearing Member shall, on registration, 
provide security for such amount as may jointly be decided 
by the Governing Council and the Clearing Council from 
time to time with the prior approval of SEBI and shall main¬ 
tain such security with the Derivatives Segment at all times 
that he is a Trading/Clearing Member or is an active Trad¬ 
ing Member i.e. the Trading Member having done a mi nimum 
efi one trade during the year. Trading Members who have 
withdrawn their security deposit in accordance with Rule 3.9 
shall furnish the requisite security deposit before re-commen¬ 
cement of their trading activities in the Derivatives Segment. 
The Governing Council and the Clearing Council may jointly 
prescribe different amounts for Trading Members and for 
Clearing Members. The Governing Council and the Clearing 
Council may jointly, in their discretion, but after getting the 
approval of SEBI, increase the amount by such sum as they 
deem fit in the cas of any particular applicant for Trading/ 
Clearing Membership and or any particular Trading /Clearing 
Member. 


RETURN OF SECURITY 

3.9. Subject to the other provisions of the Rules, Bye-laws 
and Regulations of the Exchange and subject also to the 
right of the Governing Council and the Clearing Council to 
retain such amounts as may think fit and proper for meeting 
any possible future liabilities or obligations of Trading/ 
Clearing Member, on the termination of a Trading/Clearing 
Membership or when the Trading Member becomes inactive 
i.e. the Trading Member has in accordance with Rule 3.1 
not traded for a period of one year and applies for refund 
of security deposit, all security not applied under the Rules, 
Bye-laws and Regulations of the Exchange shall at the cost 
of the Trading/Clearing Member be repaid and transferred 
either to him or as he shall direct or in the absence of such 
direction to his legal representatives. The Governing Coun¬ 
cil and the Clearing Council may jointly from time to time 
prescribe a procedure for return of security deposit.”
